As  of  3uly  1985,  the  number  of  living  end  stage  renal  disease  (ESRD)  beneficiaries 
enrolled  in  the  Medicare  program  was  103,997. 

Reimbursement 

The  following  table  shows  reimbursement  made  by  the  Medicare  program  on  behalf  of 
Medicare  enroUees  identified  as  having  ESRD.  The  data  are  displayed  by  type  of 
service  and  calendar  year  during  which  services  were  provided,  and  are  based  on  bills 
received  and  processed  in  central  office  through  the  calendar  quarter  ending 
December  31,  1986.  Note:  These  figures  reflect  reimbursement  for  all  Medicare 
services,  not  just  dialysis  and  transplantation.

For  inpatient  stays  reimbursed  under  PPS,  billing  reimbursement 
includes  only  a  prospectively  determined  rate  based  on  the  diagnosis  related  group 
into  which  the  stay  falls,  plus  outlier  payments  for  unusual  circunistances,  less 
beneficiary  responsibility  for  the  deductible  and  coinsurance.  Excluded  are 
payments  (known  as  pass-throughs)  for  the  reasonable  cost  of  capital,  direct 
medical  education,  bad  debts,  nurse  anesthetists,  and  kidney  acquisition.
